We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  various  reports 
and  public  documents  from  the  state,  and  general  government, 
during  the  past  year. 

Valuable  and  interesting  Bulgarian  and  Hawaiian  collec- 
tions, illustrating  native  life,  also,  a  collection  of  minerals  have 
been  given  by  ]\Irs.  Sarah  D.  Stow  of  Ashburnham.  The 
Hawaiian  collection  was  made  by  Mr.  Edwin  Locke,  an  uncle 
of  Mrs.  Stow,  who  was  born  in  Fitzwilliam  on  Jan.  18,  1813. 
He  went  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  as  mJssionary  in  1836.  The 
Bulgarian  collection  was  made  by  ]Mrs.  Stow's  brother.  Rev. 
Wm.  E.  Locke,  who  lived  in  Fitzwilliam  Avhen  a  boy.  He  was 
a  missionary  in  Bulgaria  from  1868  to  1892.  The  minerals 
were  collected  by  Mrs.  Stow's  father,  Mr.  Wm,  D.  Locke,  a 
native  and  former  citizen  of  Fitzwilliam. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends  our  library  has  become  a 
member  of  the  Library  Art  Club,  by  which  the  library  receives 
a  different  collection  of  pictures  every  three  weeks.

A  town  library  which  is  free  to  all  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town  (like  our  own),  not  only  assists  in  the  education  of  the 
scholars  in  our  public  schools,  but  is  a  repository  of  thought 
and  enlightenment  for  the  entire  community  where  all  can 
drink  knowledge,  and  acquire  impulses  to  virtuous  action  from 
the  same  common  fountain. 

Good  books  should  be  chosen;  books  redolent  of  the 
virtuous  deeds  of  buried  centuries;  books,  teeming  with  the 
stories  of  the  lives  of  those  illustrious  men  whose  deeds  founded 
empires,  and  of  those  whose  words  were  the  light  of  their  age. 
Books,  replete  with  the  philosophy  and  wisdom  of  the  fruitful 
past. 

New  books,  overflowing  with  the  conquests  of  the  age. 
'^The  art  of  writing,"  says  one  of  the  greatest  scholars  of  the 
last  century, — Thomas  Carlyle,  "certainly  is  1he  most  miracu- 
lous of  all  things  which  man  has  devised.  Of  all  things  which 
men  can  do  or  make  here  below,  by  far  the  most  momentous, 
wonderful  and  worthy,  are  the  things  we  call  books." 

Noble,  quickening,  accelerating  influences  are  ever  flowing 
from  these  mute  yet  living  teachers.  Books  are  the  repositories 
of  the  wit  and  wisdom  of  mankind.    In  their  pages  are  stored 
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the  vast  results  of  science,  the  long  annals  of  history,  the  specu- 
lations of  philosophers,  the  imagination  of  poets,  the  discover- 
ies of  inventors,  the  narratives  of  travelers  ?.nd  voyagers,  the 
lives  of  the  illustrious  and  the  laAvs  and  politics  of  nations. 
What  to  read,  and  when  to  read,  and  how  to  read — these  are  the 
questions  of  vital  importance  to  each  one  of  us.  All  that  any 
one  can  do  for  others  is  to  suggest  to  them  a  clue,  which  how- 
ever feeble  may  help  to  guide  their  uncertain  footsteps  through 
the  tangled  maze  of  folly  and  wisdom,  which  we  call  literature. 
In  our  opinion  works  of  fiction  should  not  be  read  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  more  important  and  substantial  books  that  are 
contained  in  our  public  libraries,  there  should  be  a  judicious 
selection  among  books  of  history,  biography,  travel,  science,  art, 
and  poetry.  The  art  of  reading  to  the  best  advantage  implies 
the  command  of  adequate  time  to  read,  and  in  learning  how  to 
make  the  most  of  our  time.  No  one  can  make  the  most  of  life 
who  has  never  learned  the  supreme  value  of  moments.  The 
half  hour  before  breakfast,  the  fifteen  minutes  waiting  for  din- 
ner, diligently  given  to  the  book  one  wishes  to  read,  will  finish 
it  in  a  few  days  and  make  room  for  another. 

Be  not  over  particular  as  to  hours,  or  the  time  of  day,  but 
seize  the  unoccupied  intervals  and  you  will  soon  find  all  hours 
good  for  the  reading  of  an  interesting  book. 

Children  should  be  advised  and  assisted  by  their  parents, 
guardians,  and  the  librarian,  in  the  selection  of  books  to  be 
taken  from'the  library  for  their  reading. 

But  in  this  report  we  must  pass  much  that  needs  notice. 

And,  in  conclusion,  we  commend  our  town  library  to  your 
continued  care,  knowing  as  we  all  do.  that  the  safety  of  the  Ee- 
public  rests  upon  the  integrity,  industry,  virtue  and  intellect- 
ual culture  of  the  people ;  we  ask  for  it  a  liberal  support.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Fitzwilliam : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  second  annual 
report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  and  adversity 
for  the  schools  of  Fitzwilliam.  At  the  close  of  school  in  June 
the  district  suffered  the  misfortune  of  losing  one  of  its  best 
teachers,  Mrs.  Talbot.  Your  superintendent  has  Avorked  hard 
to  fill  her  place,  but  he  has  been  unable  to  do  so  to  his  sativS- 
faction. 

In  fact,  the  year  has  been  an  exceedingly  difficult  one  for 
superintendents  who  have  had  to  hire  teachers.  Good  teachers 
have  been  scarce,  and  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to  find 
them  at  the  salaries  paid  in  most  New  Hampshire  towns.  The 
teacher  finally  secured  for  the  primary  school  at  the  Depot  last 
fall  was  the  third  teacher  hired  for  that  position.  The  other 
two  had  broken  their  contracts  to  accept  better  offers  else- 
where. 

At  State  Line  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  was  delayed  a 
week  because  a  teacher  for  the  school  could  not  be  found.  At 
the  end  of  that  term  the  best  we  could  do  was  to  secure  a  high 
school  graduate  without  previous  training.  These  experiences 
of  Fitzwilliam  and  similar  experiences  in  other  towns  of  this 
part  of  the  state  clearlj^  indicate  that  Cheshire  County  needs  a 
normal  school. 

The  other  four  schools  in  town  have  been  running  well. 
]Miss  Smith,  Miss  Blodgett  and  Miss  Frost  have  all  been  doing 
good  w^ork.     Miss  AVood  has  proved  herself  to  be  a  thorough 
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instructor  and  a  superb  disciplinarian.  Under  her  the  Village 
Grammar  S<'hool  has  undergone  a  radical  change  for  th(j 
better. 

Repairs  have  ]i(^en  made  at  the  Village  School,  State  Line 
and  Number  10.  The  repairs  at  Numlier  10  should  be 
completed  either  this  spring  or  summer.  A  special  appropria- 
tion should  be  made  at  the  district  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
putting  the  school  at  the  Depot  in  l)etter  condition.  Beforv' 
many  years  go  b3'  the  buildings  at  the  Depot  and  the  villag.' 
should  be  warmed  by  either  hot  air  or  steam.  The  box  stoves 
at  present  in  use  are  conducive  to  neither  comfort  nor  study. 

In  accordance  with  my  recommendation  of  a  year  ago, 
report  cards  have  been  put  into  the  schools  and  now  a  report 
of  the  work  done  by  each  pupil  in  the  upper  grades  is  sent 
home  to  the  parent  twice  a  term.  Many  text  books  have  been 
added  and  the  schools  throughout  the  town  have  been  supplied 
with  physiologies. 

The  superintendent  is  glad  to  note  a  lengthening  of  the 
school  year  to  thirty-six  weeks.  With  this  lengthening  of  the 
school  year  I  see  no  reason  why  the  course  of  study  cannot  be 
shortened  to  eight  years.  Such  a  change  would  be  in  line 
v/ith  the  most  advanced  educational  thought  of  the  country. 
The  teachers  would  have  fcAver  recitations  to  hear  and  they 
would  be  able  to  give  more  time  to  the  different  classes  and 
individual  pupils.  I^ndia^  such  circumstances  better  work 
would  be  done. 

A  majority  of  the  pupils  graduating  from  our  schools  this 
last  June  were  able  to  pass  successfully  their  entrance  exami- 
nations to  high  schools  and  academies  elsewhere.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  your  superintendent  and  school  board  to  raise  the 
standard  required  for  graduation  from  the  Fitzwilliam  schools 
until  the  holders  of  our  diplomas  can  pass  any  fair  high  school 
entrance  examination.  We  cannot  undertake,  however,  to  give 
any  guarantee  against  occasional  failures. 

The  attitude  of  the  superintendent  on  the  question  of  school 
attendance  has  been  much  misunderstood.  In  fact,  the  whole 
matter  is  one  of  law  enforcement  and  is  not  a  question  of  the 
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personal  attitude  of  anybody.  The  law  is  to  the  effect  that 
children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  must  attend 
school.  Decisions  lianded  down  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
Hampshire  indicate  that  that  body  considers  the  true  meaning 
of  the  law  to  be  that  the  child  must  be  in  school  unless  his 
absence  is  reasonably  necessary.  In  other  words,  the  law 
applies  to  parents  who  unnecessarily  detain  their  children 
from  school.  Against  such  parents  the  law  ought  to  be  en- 
forced ;  not  for  the  x^nrpose  of  punishing  the  parents,  but  w^ith 
the  object  of  securing  the  attendance  of  children  at  school. 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  supervisor  of  music. 
Under  Mrs.  Griffin's  direction  most  excellent  results  have 
been  accomplished. 

In  closing,  T  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  school  board 
for  the  loyal  support  and  the  cordial  aid  and  encouragement 
they  have  given  me  in  my  work.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  hygienic  conditions  prevailing  in  the  town  of  Fitz- 
Avilliam  during  the  past  two  years  have,  as  a  whole,  been  good. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  made  but  in  most  cases 
we  find  that  it  is  the  result  of  carelessness  or  neglect  rather 
than  a  Avilful  disregard  for  the  health  of  others. 

More  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  sink  water  is  carried  off,  some  sink  drains  being  altogether 
too  near  the  well  from  which  water  for  drinking  purposes  is 
being  used. 

The  state  board  of  health  gives  it  as  their  opinion,  that  one 
hundred  feet  is  a  safe  distance  for  a  well  to  be  located  from  a 
privy  or  sink  drain. 

No  epidemic  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  have 
occurred  during  these  two  j^ears. 

Several  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  one  case  of  diphtheria 
have  come  to  our  notice.  In  these  cases  the  houses  w^ere  quar- 
antined and  ample  precautions  w^ere  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

On  Dec.  10,  1907,  a  Finn  man  w^as  seen,  at  the  Turner  farm, 
with  symptoms  which  resembled  small  pox.  Dec.  11,  in  con- 
sultation with  Mr.  M.  T.  Stone  of  Troy,  the  case  was  pro- 
nounced small  pox  and  the  subsequent  developments  in  this 
case  proved  that  the  diagnosis  was  correct. 

The  house  was  immediately  cjuarantined  and  the  state 
board  of  health  notified  by  telephone.  The  man  was  immedi- 
ately isolated  and  a  Finn  who  had  had  the  disease  in  Finland 
was  employed  to  stay  w^ith  and  care  for  him  during  the  severe 
part  of  his  illness. 
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All  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  were  vaccinated 
as  soon  as  possible,  and  to  this  precaution  more  than  to  any 
other  we  ascribe  the  fact  that  there  were  no  more  cases. 

By  advice  from  the  state  board  of  health,  the  men  who 
w^ere  boarding  at  this  house  were  allow^ed  to  continue  their 
work  in  the  woods,  bur  w^ere  kept  under  observation  so  as  to 
know  at  once  if  they  should  develop  any  symptoms  of  the 
trouble.  They  w^ere  also  cautioned  to  keep  away  from  other 
houses  and  from  the  villages,  while  the  Turner  house  was 
quarantined,  and  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  learn,  they  did  all 
iu  their  power  to  prevent  spreading  this  loathsome  disease. 

The  man  was  confined  to  his  room  for  seven  weeks  before 
he  was  entirely  peeled,  and  in  a  condition  where  he  would  not 
carry  the  disease  to  others. 

The  bedding  and  everything  used  by  the  man  himself 
while  sick  was  taken  to  a  nearby  field  and  burned. 

The  room  was  soaked  with  a  strong  antiseptic  solution, 
and  the  whole  house  thoroughly  fumigated  with  a  double 
amount  of  formaldehyde,  consequently  Ave  feel  that  the  build- 
ings are  safe  from  any  fi;ture  contagion. 

This  case  probab.ly  originated  in  Yroreester,  Mass.,  and 
the  man  must  have  come  from  that  place  on  the  train  after 
being  exposed.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  one  never  knows 
when  or  where  they  may  come  in  contact  with  the  germs 
Avhich  causes  this  trouble,  and  it  is  always  best  to  be  protected 
from  this  filthy  disease  by  vaccination. 

This  is  the  only  case  of  small  pox  occurring  in  Fitzwilliam 
so  far  as  we  know  for  35  or  40  years  and  we  sincerely  hope 
that  as  long  a  time  may  elapse  before  another  case  appears.

In  compliance  with  an  act  of  the  legislati^re,  passed 
June  session,  1887,  amended  by  the  legislature  of  1899, 
requiring  "clerks  of  towns  and  cities  to  furnish  a  transcript 
of  the  record  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths  to  the  muni- 
cipal officers  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report,"  I 
hereb^^  submit  the  following: 
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THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fitzwilliam,  in  the  county  of 

Cheshire  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in  said 
Fitzwilliam,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  : 

Article  1 — To  hear  and  act  upon  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committee  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.  2 — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  3 — To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessarj^ 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appro- 
priations for  the  same. 

Art.  4 — To  allow  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  5 — To  raise  money  for  schools  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  6 — To  raise  money  for  repairs  of  highways  and 
bridges  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  7. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  to 
the  appointment  of  a  liquor  agent  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8 — To  see  what  number  of  highway  districts  the 
town  will  vote  to  have  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  vote  to  raise 
by  tax  a*  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  and  instruct 
the  selectmen  to  borrow  the  balance  of  said  appropriation  on 
the  credit  of  the  town  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  stone 
crusher  and  engine  with  the  necessary  attachments  to  manu- 
facture, screen  and  store  crushed  stone  for  town  purposes. 
To  act  or  transact  anything  relating  thereto. 
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Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for 
IMemorial  Day,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
G.  A.  R. 

Art.  11 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  leading  from  the  For  bush  place  to  the  house  of  H.  M. 
Flagg. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for 
two  iron  or  steel  bridges  to  be  erected  in  place  of  the  two  wood 
bridges  known  as  the  Streeter  bridges  on  the  AVinchendon 
road. 

Art.  13 — To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  raise  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  to  continue  sidewalks  on  Rich- 
mond road  (so  called)  from  F.  P.  Chandler's  to  the  Columbian 
school  house. 

Art.  14 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  used  in  building 
sidewalks  where  abutters  will  pay  half  the  oxpense. 

Art.  15 — To  see  if  the  town  desires  to  take  any  action  in 
regard  to  the  observance  of  Old  Home  Day. 

Art.  16 — To  see  if  the  toAvn  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  from  Mrs.  Frank  Burns,  the  interest  fi^m 
the  same  to  be  used  annually  for  the  care  of  the  Elliott  K. 
Wheelock  cemetery  lot. 

Art.  17 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  from  I\Iary  W.  and  Lilla  E.  Nichols  to 
be  known  as  the  Nichols  fund,  the  use  and  income  from  the 
same  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  certain  lots  in  the  Fitzwilliam 
town  cemetery. 

Art.  18 — To  see  if  the  tow^n  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to 
apply  for  state  aid  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  high- 
ways in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1905. 

Art.  19 — To  see  if  the  town  will  rescind  the  vote  taken 
March  13,  1900,  whereby  a  supervisory  district  was  formed 
and  a  superintendent  employed  agreeable  to  Chapter  81.  Ses- 
sion Laws  of  1901. 
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Art.  20 — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  part 
of  the  County  road  on  or  near  the  Riehmond-FitzAvilliam  town 
line  and  instruct  tlic  selectmen  to  petition  the  Superior  Court 
to  allow  the  discontinuance  of  said  county  road  as  follows: — 
To  discontinue  such  part  of  said  county  road  as  lies  in  this 
town  from  a  point  on  or  near  the  town  line  at  the  southerly 
angle  of  highways  at  Beech  AYoods  four  corners  (so  called)  to 
a  point  at  the  northerly  angle  of  highways  where  the  highway 
passing  the  house  of  Frank  Sprague  in  said  Richmond  inter- 
sects the  said  county  road.
